The United States Government

judgment to act as their sense of 
duty permitted. ‘ They ‘requested 
fair and equal opportunities in 
mandated territories, as the Allies 
had acguired them through Ameri- 
eah aid, and debired to-co-operate 
in-a peaceful settlement of ques- 
tions which were justifiable. 

The United States would shortly 
seck to negotiate a series of most: 
favoured nation treaties with Latin 
American nations, not for pre- 
ferential treatment, but for equal 
opportunities with any other 
Power. .
